SEC. 6. Said trustees shall continue in office during their., 
life or pleasure, unless removed as hereinafter provided ; and 
shall have power to fill all vacancies occasioned by death, res-
ignation or otherwise ; and to increase their number to fifteen Trust In amine's. a' all  
at their discretion.
